happiest people are those who have the most 

interesting thoughts.” I think this might well 
be changed to “those who have the most true 
thoughts.” 

When I first became interested in Unity I found 
it necessary to watch my thoughts far more than 
my actions. Previous to that time what I did had 
counted most in my life. Also of course what 
other persons did to me had seemed to be very 
important. 

It took (and still is taking) a real effort to 
control my thinking. I had to send my thoughts to 
school. I found that just a period of silence in the 
morning and evening was not enough schooling 
for my erring thoughts. I had to train myself to be 
on the alert every waking hour. 

When I first began checking up on my thinking 
it surprised me to note how often I said something 
like this: ““Well, I might have known this would 
turn out badly.” “It will probably go all wrong 
just because it is so important for it to go right.” 
“Just my luck—it would happen to me!” I had 
unconsciously been holding a rather fatalistic, 
pessimistic conception of life. Yet I had considered 


| ONCE HEARD William Lyon Phelps say, ‘The 
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myself a born optimist. In truth I was just that, 
but I was hiding my light of optimism under a 
bushel of pessimism. 

I had to learn to think and say, “Just my luck!” 
when good happened. I had to train myself to 
think and expect the best consciously and con- 
scientiously. 

Here is how I went about educating my think- 
ing so that true thoughts would prevail. First of 
all I read something from a Unity publication 
every day. I tried to center my thinking in Truth 
by replacing every thought contrary to Truth with 
a positive affirmation. If a negative thought per- 
sisted in spite of my affirmation I would con- 
sciously take my mind off both the negation and 
the affirmation and think about the article I had 
read. Doing so lessened the tension and effort 
sometimes accompanying the making of an affir- 
mation and at the same time helped me to main- 
tain a positive, constructive state of mind. 

The prosperity-bank drill that is sent out with 
every prosperity bank helped me greatly in train- 
ing my thoughts. It not only gave me an affirma- 
tion to say when I dropped my love offering into 
the bank but told me to ask myself the following 
questions at the end of each day: 

1. Have I been faithful in entertaining only 
Christlike thoughts ? 
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2. Has my desire been sincere to let the same 
mind be in me that was in Christ Jesus ? 

3. Have I promptly and lovingly thanked the 
Father for each of His gifts to me today? 

4. Am I putting my trust in God for my sup- 
ply, or am I still depending upon persons and con- 
ditions? 

Of course at first my answer was no to most of 
these questions. During the day I would forget 
and think unkind thoughts, or I would just accept 
all of God's beautiful gifts as my natural right, 
without entertaining a thought of gratitude. They 
were mine for the taking. They still are, but now I 
remember to be thankful for them, and this thank- 
fulness pays me a hundredfold. I have found that 
thanking and praising God is just like thanking 
and praising any friend. 

Each night when I went over the bank-drill 
questions I would find that at some time during 
the day I had entertained a feeling of worry about 
the how and why of my material resources. 

So I learned that it was wise at set intervals dur- 
ing the day to ask myself the questions. A frequent 
inventory of my thoughts made me more aware of 
which ones were assets and which ones were lia- 
bilities, making me more desirous of getting rid of 
the latter. I needed no extra time to take these 
thought inventories. I took them while I was on 
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the way to work, while I was dusting the furni- 
ture, making the beds, cultivating the garden, 
cooking, eating, resting, playing, or working. As 
time went on right thinking became more and 
more automatic and constant. 

I found too that by reading the Bible more con- 
scientiously than I had done formerly I became so 
familiar with helpful inspiring passages that I 
could call them to mind when an emergency arose. 

For instance, during a hurricane I could say over 
and over, “But it shall not come nigh thee.” When 
I was prone to worry about how some obligation 
was to be met the passages “Take . . . no thought 
for the morrow” and “Your Father knoweth what 
things ye have need of, before ye ask him” were 
great helps to me. 

“Love your enemies,” “Love thy neighbor, ti 
“Judge not, that ye be not judged” were all red 
lights to my rising indignation or condemnation. 
“Not as I will, but as thou wilt’ was another good 
stop signal when I was taking a do-or-die attitude 
on something. 

Then too I found all kinds of helpful ideas and 
affirmations in the Unity periodicals: “Lovingly in 
the hands of the Father.”” “Let go and let God.” 
“God is my help in every need.”” And so on. 

Gradually as I advanced in this self-imposed 
right-thinking course I found that it became easier 
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to change my thoughts more quickly. Then as time 
went on my negative thoughts became fewer. 
Naturally I became happier as a result, and my 
entire life began to run smoothly and easily. 

The primary benefit you receive from ‘‘send- 
ing your thoughts to school’’ is the realization of 
how important your thinking actually is. 

I believe that most of us are only partially 
aware of having negative, destructive thoughts, 
and until we check up on ourselves we little real- 
ize how conducive to a happy, wholesome life are 
our positive, constructive thoughts. 

I believe anyone who is willing to check up on 
his thoughts will find the results so instantaneously 
beneficial that he will be only too eager to go on 
with his “schooling.” 

Right thinking is the guide to right living. Ac- 
tions fall in line, and we come into the realization 
of the true meaning of the words “As he thinketh 
within himself, so is he.” 

Be renewed in the spirit of your mind, and put 
on the new man, that after God hath been created 
in righteousness and holiness... 

Be ye therefore imitators of God, as beloved 
children; and walk in love, even as Christ also 
loved you... ye were once darkness, but are now 
light in the Lord: walk as children of light (for 
the fruit of the light is in all goodness).
